Detroit Seeks Billions More 


GM, Chrysler request additional aid, plan to cut 50,000 jobs 


DETROIT I General Motors Corp. and Chrysler 
LLC said Tuesday they’ll need billions more 
in government loans than they predicted just 
two months ago. 

GM said it could need up to $30 bil- 
lion from the Treasury Department to 
keep operating. Included in that amount is 
$13.4 billion the company has already 
received. Previously, GM had said it could 
need as much as $18 billion. 

The two automakers also plan further 


job cuts and additional curtailment of auto 
production. Both companies plan to reduce 
the number of models they offer to car buy- 
ers over the next few years. 

Meanwhile, the United Auto Workers 
union said it has reached a tentative agree- 
ment with Chrysler, GM and Ford Motor Co. 
on modifications to existing labor contracts. 

Acknowledging that industry conditions 
are worse than expected when it made the 
case in December for a government bailout. 


GM said it could run out of money by March 
without new funds from the government. The 
latest request includes $9.1 billion in new 
loans and a $7.5 billion credit line. 

Chrysler requested an additional 
$5 billion from Treasury. It originally said it 
would need $3 billion more. The company 
had already received $4 billion. 

GM’s survival plan also calls for the cut- 
ting of a total of 47,000 jobs and the closing 
of five more U.S. factories. Chrysler said it 
will cut 3,000 more jobs and stop producing 
three vehicle models, (ap)

President is poised 
for more action after 
signing stimulus bill 

DENVER I Racing to reverse the 
country’s economic spiral. Presi- 
dent Obama signed the mam- 
moth stimulus package into 
law Tuesday and readied a new 
$50 billion foreclosure rescue for 
legions of Americans who are in 
danger of losing their homes. 

Anything but reassured. Wall 
Street dove ever lower. The Dow 
Jones industrials fell 297.81 points, 
closing less than a point above 
their lowest level in more than 
five years. 

Obama focused on the $787 bil- 
lion stimulus plan, an ambitious 
package of federal spending and tax 
cuts designed to revive the econo- 
my and save millions of jobs. Most 
wage-earners will soon see the first 


paycheck evidence of tax breaks that 
will total $400 for individuals and 
$800 for couples. 


The stimulus package was a 
huge victory for Obama less than 
one month into his presidency. But 


he struck a sober tone and lowered 
expectations for an immediate turn- 
around in the severe recession that 
is well into its second year. 

“None of this will be easy,” he 
said. “The road to recovery will not 
be straight. We will make progress, 
and there may be some slippage 
along the way.” 

Still, he declared, “We have 
begun the essential work of keep- 
ing the American dream alive in 
our time.” 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs, when asked by 
reporters, would not rule out anoth- 
er stimulus in the future, though he 
said a sequel was not in the works 
“at this point.” 

On Wednesday, Obama will out- 
line another big piece of his recovery 
effort — a $50 billion plan to help 
stem foreclosures — in Arizona, one 
of the states hardest hit by mortgage

Pet Chimp Mauls Woman 


Police in Conn, kill 
animal who had been 
in TV commercials 

HARTFORD, CONN. | A 200-pound 
domesticated chimpanzee who 
once starred in TV commercials 
for Old Navy and Coca-Cola was 
fatally shot by police after a vio- 
lent rampage that left a friend of 
his owner’s badly mauled. 

Stamford police Capt. Richard 
Conklin said the chimp was acting 
so agitated earlier that afternoon 
that his owner gave him the anti- 
anxiety drug Xanax in some tea. 

Sandra Herold, who owned the 
15-year-old chimp named Travis, 
wrestled with the animal, stabbed 
him and hit him with a shovel after 
he inexplicably attacked her friend 
Charla Nash, 55. 

Nash had gone to Herold’s home 
in Stamford on Monday to help her 
coax the chimp back into the house 
after he got out, police said. After 
the animal lunged at Nash when she 
got out of her car, Herold ran inside

to call 911 and returned armed. 

“She retrieved a large butcher 
knife and stabbed her longtime pet 
numerous times in an effort to save 
her friend, who was really being 
brutally attacked,” Conklin said. 
Herold told police that the knife had 
no effect, and that she also struck 
Travis with a shovel. 


Nash was in critical condi- 
tion Tuesday after suffering what 
Stamford Mayor Dannel Malloy 
called “life -changing, if not life- 
threatening,” injuries to her face 
and hands. 

Conklin said police don’t know 
what triggered the attack. 

“There was no provocation that 
we know of,” Conklin said. 

After the initial attack, Travis ran 
away and started roaming Herold’s 
property until police arrived and 
began setting up security so medics 
could reach the injured woman. 

But the chimpanzee returned 
and went after several of the offi- 
cers, who retreated into their cars, 
Conklin said. An officer shot Tra- 
vis several times after the animal 
opened the door to his cruiser and 
started to get in. 

“The animal had cornered him,” 
Conklin said Tuesday. “He had no 
other recourse.” 

The wounded chimpanzee fled 
into the house and retreated to 
his living quarters, where he died.

Paperwork Trips Up Banks 


Homeowners ward off 
foreelosures by asking 
for original mortgages 

ZEPHYRHILLS, FLA. I Kathy Lovelace 
lost her job and was about to lose 
her house, too. But then she made 
a seemingly simple request of the 
bank: Show me the original mort- 
gage paperwork. 

And just like that, the foreclosure 
proceedings came to a standstill. 

Lovelace and other homeowners 
around the country are managing to 
stave off foreclosure by employing 
a strategy that goes to the heart of 
the whole nationwide mess. 

During the real estate frenzy of 
the past decade, mortgages were sold 
and resold, bundled into securities 
and peddled to investors. In many 
cases, the original note signed by the

homeowner was lost, stored away in 
a distant warehouse or destroyed. 

Persuading a judge to compel 
production of hard-to-find or non- 
existent documents can, at the very 


least, delay foreclosure, buying the 
homeowner some time and turn- 
ing up the pressure on the lender 
to renegotiate the mortgage. 

“I’m going to hang on for dear 
life until they can prove to me it 
belongs to them,” said Lovelace, a 
50 -year-old divorced mother who 
owns a $200,000 home in Zephy- 
rhills, Fla. 

In interviews with The Associ- 
ated Press, lawyers, homeowners 
and advocates outlined the produce- 
the-note strategy. Exactly how many 
homeowners have employed it is 
unknown. Nor is it clear how suc- 
cessful it has been; some judges are 
more sympathetic than others. 

More than 2.3 million home- 
owners faced foreclosure proceed- 
ings last year, and millions more 
are in danger of losing their homes.

U.S. Adds I7K Troops to Afghanistan 


Obama approves major 
influx to help reverse 
‘deteriorating situation 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
approved adding about 17,000 
U.S. troops for the flagging war 
in Afghanistan, his first signifi- 
cant move to change the course of 
a conflict that his closest military 
advisers have warned the United 
States is not winning. 

“This increase is necessary to 
stabilize a deteriorating situation in 


Afghanistan, which has not received 
the strategic attention, direction 
and resources it urgently requires,” 
Obama said in a statement. 

That was an implicit slap at his 
predecessor, George W. Bush, who 
Obama has accused of slighting 
urgent national security needs in 
Afghanistan in favor of war in Iraq. 

The White House said the new 
commander in chief would send a 
Marine brigade and one additional 
Army brigade to Afghanistan this 
spring and summer. About 8,000 
Marines are expected to go first, fol- 


lowed by about 9,000 Army troops. 
The United States has slightly 
more than 30,000 
troops in the coun- 
try now. 

The new troops 
represent the first 
installment on a 
larger influx of 
U.S. forces widely 
expected this year. 
Obama’s move 
would put several 
thousand troops in place in time for 
the increase in fighting that usu- 


ally occurs with warmer weather 
and ahead of national elections in 
August. 

The additional forces partly 
answer a standing request from the 
U.S. commander in Afghanistan, 
Gen. David McKiernan, who has 
sought as many as 30,000 addi- 
tional U.S. troops to counter the 
resurgence of the Taliban militants 
and protect Afghan civilians. 

“There is no more solemn duty 
as president than the decision to 
deploy our armed forces into harm’s 
way,” Obama said, (ap)

NATO Condemns 
Pakistan’s Truce 
With the Taliban 

MINGORA, PAKISTAN I NATO led 
a growing chorus of international 
concern Tuesday by warning that 
a truce between the government 
of Pakistan and Taliban militants 
in a restive region near the Afghan 
border risks giving the extremists 
a “safe haven.” 

A hard-line cleric sent to the bat- 
tle-scarred Swat Valley to negotiate 
with the Taliban received a hero’s 
welcome there by crowds shouting 
“Long live Islam! Long live peace!” 

The cleric, Sufi Muhammad, 
expressed hope the militants would 
give up their arms to honor the pact, 
which imposes Islamic law and sus- 
pends a military offensive in the 
former tourist haven, (ap)

D.C. Father Sues WASA Over Lead 


Man accuses agency 
of contributing to his 2 
childrens health issues 

A Capitol Hill father of twin boys 
sued the D.C. Water and Sewer 
Authority Tuesday, claiming the 
agency played down the harm caused 
by lead in the water and contributed 
to his children’s health problems. 

John Parkhurst filed a class- 
action lawsuit in D.C. Superior 
Court after reports were published 
last week in The Washington Post 


that raised questions about a 2007 
research paper that assured Dis- 
trict residents there was no harm 
caused by elevated amounts of lead 
in their water. 

The paper, written by a univer- 
sity professor who was also a paid 
adviser to the D.C. Water and Sewer 
Authority, contained erroneous con- 
clusions that reviewers rejected. The 
paper by Tee Guidotti reported that 
there had been no health impact 
from the unprecedented concen- 
trations of lead in the city’s water 
from 2001 to 2004. 


A MAJOR FILING 

Parkhurst’s lawsuit could have 
far-reaching effects in D.C.: 

The lawsuit seeks damages 
forany other children who were 
agehoryoungerand drankcon- 
taminated waterfrom publictaps 
in the city during the period when 
lead levels were elevated. 

Byfilingthe lawsuiton behalf 
of a potential class, Parkhurst is 
opening the doorfor hundreds of 
others to join the case. 


Experts reviewing the George 
Washington University paper 
before publication had rejected that 
finding as scientifically dubious. 
Guidotti had said he would delete 
it but did not. 

Parkhurst’s two boys, now 8, 
were toddlers when lead spiked 
to dangerous levels in the city’s 
drinking water from 2001 to 2004. 
They now have learning and behav- 
ior problems that require therapy 
and medication that the lawsuit 
said costs up to $40,000 a year.

Federal agency gave 
officials information 
about antiwar group 

The U.S. Department of Home- 
land Security tracked the protest 
plans of a peaceful Washington- 
area antiwar group and passed 
the information to the Maryland 
State Police, which had previously 
labeled the activists as terrorists 
in an intelligence file. 

The federal agency obtained 
two e-mails containing plans for 
upcoming demonstrations at a 
military recruiting center in Silver 
Spring in 2005, the first indica- 
tion that DHS might have worked 
with the police to monitor advo- 
cacy groups. 

The notification by DHS appears 
in a state police file on the DC Anti- 
War Network, or DAWN, provided 
to The Washington Post under the 
Public Information Act. 

The file is one of five created 
by the state police on the antiwar 
group in 2005 and 2006. Along 
with 53 individuals and about 
two dozen other protest groups, 
including Amnesty International 
and CASA of Maryland, DAWN 
was labeled a terrorist group in 
an internal police database. Police 
have said the names were not put 
on federal anti-terrorism lists.

SEC freezes the assets

N E w Y 0 R K I The federal government 
says R. Allen Stanford’s investment 
businesses were too good to be true, 
and shut his companies down on 
Tuesday. 

Two months after Bernard Mad- 
off was accused of running the larg- 
est investment fraud in history, 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion officials raided the offices of 
Stanford, a Texas billionaire, and 
froze the assets of three companies 
he controls, saying he perpetrated 
an $8 billion investment fraud. 

Stanford was accused in civil 
charges of lying about the safety of 
investments he sold as “certificates 
of deposit” and promised unrealis- 
tically high rates of return. Regu- 
lators also said he faked historical 
data about other investments, which 
he then used to lure more investors 
for the CD products. 

The fraud’s operations allegedly

reached as far as the tiny Caribbean 
island of Antigua, where Stanford 
was knighted in 2006 and helped 
sponsor high-stakes cricket match- 
es. As news of the charges broke 
Tuesday afternoon, panicked resi- 
dents of Antigua swarmed a second 
bank controlled by Stanford hoping 
to take their money out, only to be 
turned away by guards.

Facebook Users Take 
Issue With New Rules 


Site s founder insists 
members still own the 
information they share 

NEW YORK I Tens of thousands of 
Facebook users are protesting new 
policies that they say grant the 
social-networking site the ability 
to control their information for- 
ever, even after they cancel their 
accounts. 

Facebook’s new terms of use, 
updated Feb. 4, largely went unno- 
ticed until the consumer rights 
advocacy blog Consumerist.com 
pointed out the changes Sunday. 

That prompted a clarification 
from Facebook’s founder, Mark 
Zuckerberg, who told users Mon- 
day that “on Facebook, people own 


their information and control who 
they share it with.” 

Zuckerberg said the new terms 
are necessary to 
reflect the fact 
that friends of 
users may retain 
copies of messag- 
es or other infor- 
mation once they 
are shared. 
“Even if the 
person deactivates their account, 
their friend still has a copy of that 
message,” Zuckerberg said. “We 
think this is the right way for Face- 
book to work, and it is consistent 
with how other services like e-mail 
work. One of the reasons we updat- 
ed our terms was to make this more 
clear.” (ap)

A-Rod Injects Cousin Into Apology 


Yankees star blames 
youth, stupidity for

BASEBALL | Alex Rodriguez 
answered one big question Tues- 
day, admitting his cousin repeatedly 
injected him with a substance from 
the Dominican Republic. 

The New York Yankees star 
blamed his 2003 positive test on 
being young and naive. 

“I knew we weren’t taking Tic 
Tacs,” said Rodriguez, who was 
joined at the head table by Yankees 
general manager Brian Cashman 
and manager Joe Girardi. 

Before a horde of reporters at 
Steinbrenner Field, Rodriguez 
began by reading a statement in 
which he again apologized for tak- 
ing banned drugs from 2001 to 
2003 while he was with the Texas 
Rangers. 

Then Rodriguez turned to his 
teammates and searched for the 


right words. 

It took 37 seconds — a break in 
which he looked side to side, blinked 
several times, bit his lip and took a 
sip of water — then finally looked up 
and faced Derek Jeter and co. 

“Thank you.” 

Rodriguez said his cousin intro- 
duced him to “boli,” saying it was an 
over-the-counter substance in the 


Dominican Republic. While with 
Texas, he said his cousin injected 
him about twice a month during 
six-month cycles to get an energy 
boost. 

“I didn’t think they were steroids,” 
he said. “That’s again part of being 
young and stupid. It was over-the- 
counter. It was pretty simple.” 


“All these years, I never thought 
I did anything wrong.” 

He said he wasn’t sure how the 
drug use helped him but admitted 
he had more energy. 

Rodriguez said he has not used 
human growth hormone or any 
other banned drug since then. He 
refused to identify his cousin. 

The three-time AL MVP and 


baseball’s highest-paid player spoke at 
the Yankees’ spring training camp 10 
days after Sports Illustrated reported 
that he tested positive in 2003. 

“He’s a huge investment. So, he’s 
an asset, and this is an asset that’s 
currently in crisis,” Cashman said. 
“So, we will do everything we can to

Dubai Rejection 
Sets Up New Fight 


Tennis event officials 
say Israeli was denied 
visa over security fears 

TENNIS I Organizers of a women’s 
tennis tournament said Tuesday 
that security fears were behind the 
decision to bar an Israeli player — 
a move that could force another 
showdown when the men’s play 
begins next week. 

The snub brought swift denun- 
ciations from the Women’s Tennis 
Association and warnings that it 
could consider scratching Dubai 
from its calendar. The Tennis Chan- 
nel canceled plans to televise the 
championships in protest. 

Tuesday’s statement by the Dubai 
Tennis Championships — citing fan 
anger at Israel’s recent incursions 
into the Gaza Strip — was the first 
detailed explanation of the last- 
minute visa denial for Shahar Peer, 
who qualified as the 48th-ranked 
player in the world. Monday’s WTA 
rankings listed her 45th. 

But the United Arab Emirates, 
which is trying to become a show- 
case for world-class sports, come

under increasing pressure with 
the men’s field as Israeli doubles 
specialist Andy Ram hopes to be 
in the draw on Sunday. 

Ram’s lawyer, Amit Naor, told 
The Associated Press that the player 
is currently in Marseilles, France, 
and awaiting word whether he will be 
allowed into Dubai. Ram is ranked 
No. 7 in the world in doubles.

Zimmermann Gets the Call 



Nationals’ minor league 
’08 piteher of the year 
hopes for big elub spot 

NATIONALS I Jordan Zimmermann 
found himself growing a bit anx- 
ious this winter, wondering why 
spring training was only about 
months away and no one from the 
Washington Nationals had called 
to invite him to their major league 
camp. He was, after all, honored as 
Washington’s minor league pitcher 
of the year in 2008 and was rated 
the club’s No. 1 prospect by Baseball 
America.

Anyone in baseball will tell you 
that no one can tell much of any- 
thing from a relaxed, 10 -minute toss 
with no batters around on Day 1 of 
spring training. And yet on this day.

Zimmermann — a kid who’s made 
all of 35 pro starts, none higher 
than at Double-A Harrisburg — 
was drawing rave reviews. 

“He’s something else,” said 1990

manager Jim Bowden. “We’ve got 


to keep an eye on him. He’s ready 
right now.” 

When asked generally what, if 
anything, stood out from the year’s 
first workout, manager Manny 
Acta mentioned a particular name 
right away. 

“It was fun to see Zimmermann,” 
Acta said, “to see the arm that every- 
one is raving about.” 

The two already had chatted 
Sunday. “I told him. Just don’t put 
too much pressure on yourself, and 
let things take care of themselves. 
We just try to make these guys 
understand that no one is going to 
make this club on the first or sec- 
ond day.”

Nothing to Fear 
But Fehr Himself 


23-year-old winger is 
coming into his own 
as an NHL goal-scorer 

CAPITALS I It’s something Eric Fehr 
has experienced each time he’s taken 
the next step in his career. Now it’s 
happening for him in the NHL. 

Holes in the defense suddenly 
appear wider. The net looks larger. 
The game’s pace seems slower. And, 
of course, the puck goes in the net 
with greater frequency. 

“When you first get up here, it 
seems like you’re always in a rush, 
that guys are always on you, that 
you don’t have time,” Fehr said Tues- 
day. “I definitely feel like things are 
slowing down.” 

Fehr has scored in four consec- 
utive games and has had six goals 
and three assists in his past eight to 
boost his season totals to nine and 18. 
The 23 -year-old right wing entered 
the season with three goals in 48 
games spread over parts of three sea- 
sons. He hopes to extend his streak 
Wednesday as the Capitals open a 
five-game homestand, the season’s 
longest, against the reeling Montreal 
Canadiens, who have lost 10 of their 
past 13 games overall. 

Fehr sat out 18 of the Capi- 
tals’ first 49 games as a healthy 
scratch. But a vacancy opened up 
eight games ago when Chris Clark 


was lost for the season with a wrist 
injury. Fehr went into the lineup the 
next game and appears determined 
not to relinquish his spot.

“Eric is playing as well as he’s 
ever played at this level,” coach 
Bruce Boudreau said. “It’s like any 
other sport: If you’re a baseball 
player, the pitches seem slower, 
the net looks like a soccer net and 
the holes you’re going through look 
huge. If that’s the way he’s feeling, 
we would like it to continue.” 

Boudreau has seen Fehr make 
the jump once before. After back- 
to-back 50-goal seasons in juniors, 
Fehr became a consistent goal- 
scorer in the American Hockey 
League for Boudreau’s Hershey 
Bears. But Fehr’s leap to the NHL 
was delayed by nearly an entire 
season because of a back injury, 
a setback in his development he’s 
only now starting to overcome.

Traditional healers 
practice medicine in a 
Johannesburg market 

MACABRE I Tucked away under a 
highway in downtown Johannes- 
burg, the Mai Mai market is a hid- 
den world where traditional African 
healers ply their trade. 

Visitors can take in the heady 
sight of stalls packed with animal 


skins and strong herbs used to ward 
off evil and bring good health. It is 
also a great place to pick up bead 
work and is known for its sandals 
handmade from rubber tires. 

Dubbed “Ezinyangeni” — the 
place of healers — the Mai Mai 
market is dedicated to traditional 
African medicine or “muti.” 

The ill and the unlucky come to 
consult its herbalists or “inyangas” 
and its diviners known as “sango- 


mas” who communicate with ances- 
tral spirits and read the future by 
throwing bones. 

For some, “muti” is associated 
with quackery and witch doctors. 
There are gruesome “muti” killings, 
and crooks, preparing to commit a 
crime, are known to take part in rit- 
uals to make them invincible. 

For most, though, it is the prac- 
tice of an ancient art of healing 
that is passed down to a chosen 


few initiates. 

But visitors, be warned: There are 
some strange and macabre sights. 

Skins and skulls line the eaves 
above your head as you walk along 
the rows of redbrick buildings. 
There are snakeskins, crocodile 
skins, dozens of deer hides and the 
misshapen skulls of a few cows.

In one shop, a woman with sharp 
cheekbones and a stoney glare kept 
us away. But a little farther away, 
Themba Maseko was as warm and 
inviting as his shop was enticing. 
The inside and outside were decked 
with strings of neon- colored bead- 
work, thick belts made from cow- 
rie shells, feather headdresses and 
patterned cloths. 

The Department of Health esti- 
mates about 70 percent of South 
Africans use traditional African 
medicine, often comfortably along- 
side Western medical practices. The 
tens of thousands of traditional 
healers in South Africa are being 
organized and regulated. 

Maseko acknowledges that 
“muti” is still something of a taboo 
topic. “Some people are afraid to 
come, and they will wait until it 
becomes dark. But at the end of the 
day, ‘muti’ is the charm of every- 
body,” he says, celean jacobson (ap)

Which actress will be 
labeled the ‘best’ at 
this year’s Oscars? 

AWARD I If justice has anything 
to do with it, this should be Kate 
Winslet’s year. After all, Winslet is 
among the most admired actresses 
on the planet and is currently run- 
ning zero for five in her previous 
shots at the Oscar. 

But justice and the Academy have 
a long history of going their separate 
ways, as Glenn Close, Alfred Hitch- 
cock and Barbara Stanwyck could 
attest. Plus, would it be all that just 
to reward a career rather than an 
individual performance? 

If that’s the way the Academy 
thinks, it could go for any of the five 
nominees, who this year include 
Anne Hathaway (“Rachel Getting 
Married”), Angelina Jolie (“Change- 
ling”), Melissa Leo (“Frozen River”) 
and Meryl Streep (“Doubt”), along 
with Winslet (“The Reader”). 

Previous wins would indicate 
that Streep and Winslet are the 
front-runners. 

Winslet has already scooped up 
a mantel’s worth of baubles for both 
“The Reader” and “Revolutionary 


Road,” and her failure to get an 
Oscar nom for the latter — almost 
certainly because the Academy 
doesn’t allow an actress to receive 
two nominations within the same 
category in the same year — means 
that she’ll have a lot of sympathy on 
her side. But there’s a snag: Wins- 
let’s previous wins for “The Reader” 


came in the supporting category. 
For reasons known only to its act- 
ing branch, the Academy decided 
to give her more votes in the lead 
category. Winslet is untested here. 
While the odds still favor her, don’t 
rule out the chance of a loss. 

As for Streep, it’s true that she 
won the leading-lady nod at the 


SAG Awards, but she lost at the 
Golden Globes when Winslet edged 
her out for “Revolutionary Road.” 
And Streep has lost before: She’s 
won only two Oscars in 14 previ- 
ous nominations. 

Is there any chance Streep or 
Winslet will stumble? It’s unlikely, 
but there’s an argument to be made 
that the other nominees might be 
in the running. Hathaway stunned 
audiences when she proved that 
she wasn’t just the frothy star of 
popcorn fare like in 200l’s “The 
Princess Diaries” or 2006’s “The 
Devil Wears Prada” — and she 
did it without an accent, without 
makeup and without looking ugly, 
the usual ingredients that help an 
actress win a nomination. 

Angelina Jolie is no mean actress 
— she’s already won an Oscar for 
1999’s “Girl, Interrupted,” and many 
people thought she deserved another 
for 2007’s “A Mighty Heart.” 

That leaves Melissa Leo. She’s a 
near-unknown who doesn’t bring 
star wattage to the table. Which 
means if ever an underdog stood a 
chance, it’s her. The problem is there 
are too many other underdogs com- 
peting in the supporting category.

stuck in a bottle of Jack Daniel’s,” 
Followill says. 

In retrospect, Followill reckons, 
the story has helped more than it 
has hurt. “Nobody believed it,” he 
says with a laugh. “They thought 
some publicist made it up.” 

Now the game plan is to make 
the global footprint of Kings of Leon 
even bigger. 

The band’s first US. arena tour, 
announced last week, will keep the 
Followills far from McCabe’s Pub. 
Before the year is up, the band will 
headline arenas in Australia, the 
U.K. and Europe, and will make 
another run through U.S. arenas. 

And, as he heads out the door of 
McCabe’s, Nathan Followill adds, 
“Wish us luck at the Grammys.” (For 
the record. Kings of Leon won for 
best rock performance by a duo or 
group with vocals for “Sex on Fire.”)

MUSIC I M. Ward is craftily mak- 
ing his way into the “do no wrong” 
category of musicians. 

The more you listen to this 
immensely talented singer-songwrit- 
er, the more you’re convinced there’s 
no melody he can’t tame and no old 
chords he can’t invigorate with his 
unique brand of freshness. 

On his latest release, “Hold 
Time” (Merge), his first solo record 
since last year’s She & Him with 
Zooey Deschanel, the West Coast 
crooner taps into the richness of the 
1950s and ’60s, pulling from vintage 
Buddy Holly and mid-century folk, 
and the result is nothing short of 
being immensely comforting. 


Ward (whose first name is Matt) 
is a wicked guitarist first and a dis- 
tinctive singer second. Whether he’s 
reveling in the swinging “Never 


Had Nobody Like You” (featuring 
Deschanel and invoking George 
Harrison in his later days) or 
mourning a loss of freedom in the 


steady “Jailbird,” the vocals range 
only from tepidly joyous to rather 
downhearted. 

Fortunately, he’s able to do fasci- 
nating things with melody. Between 
the fingerpicking and the dreamy 
twangs, most of these tracks end 
up soaring. “Stars of Leo” in par- 
ticular does the simple crescendo 
perfectly, a ballad morphing seam- 
lessly into an spunky rock song in 
a matter of seconds.

Bar and bat mitzvahs 
are catching on with 
older Jewish people 

Norma Medoff made sure her son 
and daughters studied hard so 
they could celebrate their bar and 
bat mitzvahs, and then she twin- 
kled with pride as the years ticked 
away and her eight grandchildren 
did the same. 

Finally, at 77, she got her turn. 

“I have listened to others read 
from the Torah for over seven 
decades,” said Medoff. “When I 
got the chance to open the Torah 
and read my portion, I knew that 
I had reached a milestone I never 
imagined I would.” 

As a child, she had studied 
Hebrew but was denied the chance 
to read before the congregation 
because of restrictions on an Ortho- 
dox Jewish girl growing up in the 
1940s. 

The coming- of- age milestone 


time — to embrace an old Jewish 
tradition. 

Medoff, a retired social worker, 
thought her youngest grandson’s bar 
mitzvah a few years back would be 
the last she’d attend for some time. 
But soon after, she decided to study 
herself, leading to the ceremony 
with six other women late last 
month at B’nai Torah, a conserva- 
tive congregation in Boca Raton, 
Fla. She attended a twice-weekly 
class for more than two years and 
studied at home each day. 

Finally, she and her classmates 
were ready to chant nine or 10 lines 
from the sacred scroll. 

“I can’t tell you the feeling I 
have that I can do this at my age,” 
she said. 

Among those who helped Med- 
off prepare was George Gold-

typically celebrated by 13 -year-old 
Jewish boys and girls is becoming 
increasingly popular across the 
country among those many years 
older. Some women, such as Med- 
off, were never given the chance 
because of their gender. Others, 
men and women alike, are converts 
or had their young lives interrupted 
by the Holocaust. 

As life spans lengthen, many 
others are celebrating bar and bat 
mitzvahs for a second — or third

stein, a retired General Electric 
plant worker who will turn 100 
in April. 

Goldstein had his second bar 
mitzvah at age 83, the typical age for 
such a celebration because it comes 
70 years after the initial bar mitz- 
vah, a period of time the Old Testa- 
ment defines as a full life. Goldstein 
decided if he lived another 13 years, 
he would be bar mitzvahed again, 
and so he was at age 96. 

He initially was skeptical about 
helping older congregants with 
their Hebrew. Children pick things 
up so much easier, he thought, and 
some seeking help were plagued by 
limitations of age that made it even 
harder. But he now sees it as a key 
to his own youth. 

“I thought my life was over, but 
that’s when I started giving bar 
mitzvah lessons,” he said. “It does 
keep you young. That’s like drinking

from the fountain of youth.” 

Rabbi Amy Schwartzman’s Tem- 
ple Rodef Shalom in Falls Church, 
Va., just finished up a two-year 
course for adults hoping to be bar 
and bat mitzvahed. The classes have 
produced people able to read the 
Torah before the congregation and 
help at other times, such as leading 
prayer at shiva services. 

“They’ve become much more 
invested in their congregation,” 
she said. 

No numbers exist on how many 
adults have bar and bat mitzvahs 
as compared to children, but the 
trend is increasing as more syna- 
gogues offer specialized programs 
and non-Jews are attracted to 
convert. Whatever the reason for 
the phenomenon, those who go 
through a bar or bat mitzvah later 
in life describe it as an incredibly 
spiritual experience, and one that 
can transport them back to a dif- 
ferent time. 

Henry Butensky of West Palm 
Beach, Fla., had his second bar 
mitzvah four years ago, when he 
was 83. 

“You’re 83, and you feel young 
again. You’re 13,” he said. “It’s a won-
